Dr. Wecht. who is a patholo- 
gist and a lawyer, said he felt 
certain that, the brain was still 
“around somewhere" and that 
he intended to ask Mr Mar- 
shall to permit a panel of ex- 
perts to inspect it. "Who 
would have taken the respon- 
sibility to destroy the brain?" 
he asked 

The records of the Warren 
rommission show only that 
the brain was “removed and 
preserved for further study" 


L’susaltvj the tests are not 
concluded until after the bur- 
ial. and the braih is then de- 
stroyed. 

After the Kennedy autopsy, 
the Secret Service and other 
agencies delivered the various 
medical items to President 
Kennedy’s personal physician, 
vice admiral G eorge Burk lev. 

Marion JohnsOn.dFecTnr of
